Victor J. Evans Exhibits His Animal Collection to Con- 
gress Members and Others; Senator Dill Makes 
Friends With Hyacinth Macaw. 


With approximately a hundred of his 
closest friends, including several sena- 
tors and represent-tives in Congress, as 
guests, Victor J. Evans, prominent lo- 
cal attorney, held a reception yesterday 
afternoon at his estate, Acclimation 


Park, and displayed for the first time 
the dream of his lifetime—a private 
zoo—one of the few in this country, 
containing many of the rarest animals 
of the jungles, mountains and plains, 
some of them the only specimens of 
their species in the United States. 

For many years Mr. Evans has be 
engaged in the study of rare foreign 
animals with a view of acclimating 
them to this country and, possibly, 
breeding them here. Despite the fall- 
ure of zoological parks to successfully 
winter certain types of tropical ani- 
mals, Mr. Fvans has brought these 
same types through the winter in per- 
fect health by using his own methods. 

Spread over the hillsides and in the 
beautiful valley of his estate are pens, 
pastures, ponds, house and screened 
tnelosures occupied by strange looking 
beasts and fowls. About twenty years 
ago Mr. Evans was the author of an 
article published by a New York news- 
paper urging the introduction of farms 
for fur-bearing animals. Shortly after 
this article appeared arms for the rais- 
ing of these animals were started, and 
most of them have proved very profit- 
able Meantime, he has been -lowly 
making a collection, housirg some 
types in the local zoological park. 

Only during the past week has he 
removed his chimpanzee, “Joe-Joe,” 
and his orang-utang, “Jiggs,” from the 
local 2700, where ther have provided 
amusement for nearly four years. 

Plans for a home, swimming ool and 
gardens have been completed, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Evans hope to start construc- 


tion on these projects on a hill over- 
looking their zoo by next month. 

Several additional shipments of ani- 
mals are expected from hunters within 
the next few weeks. Mrs. Evans. who 
has already trained many of the par- 
rots and macaws, insists she will have 
a tamed hunting leopard or chetah as 
a house pet. 

The collection contains among oth- 
ers: African antelope, Mexican and 
American wild turkeys, vulturine guinea 
fowl from Abyssinia, a spinbok or In- 
dian antelope, king parrots, Australian 
black-talled macaws, the rare hyacinth 
macaw from Brazil, an ant bear from 
Australia, a sloth bear, dancing cranes, 
pelicans, beavers, Australian crowned 
pigeons, bleeding-heart doves from the 
Philippines, a pair of zebras, 
Japanese peacocks, spotted Indian deer, 
white deer, white peacocks and nearly 
every species of ducks and swans.

iaMatthew Trimtie, formerly tax as- 
sese~r of the District of Columbia, and 


a prominent attorney of the city, died 
yesterday at his residence, 1320 Rhode 
Is'and avenue northwest, after a short 
iliness. He was 88 years old. 

‘ Mr Trimble was a native of Gambler, 
Ohio. In. 1869 he caine to the District. 
Previous t® that he had practiced law 
in Pomeroy, Ohio, after he received his 
decree from the Columbian University 
‘.v School here (now George Wash- 
ington). 

Mr. Trimble’s practice led him Into 
the political field, and while the Dis- 
trict was under a Territorial form of 
government from 1872 to 1877 he was a 
Republican member of the legislature. 
Then followed his assessorship of the 
District which continued for over 25 
years). He was succeeded by the in- 
cumbent, William P. Richards. 

Mr. Trimble was one of the most 
prominent men in the fraternal circles 
of the city. He was 4 past grand com- 
mander of Masons here as well as hav- 
ing served as high priest of the Wash- 
ington Royal Arch Chapter, No. 2; 
eminent commander of Columbia Com- 
mandery, No. 2, of the Knights Templar, 
and grand high priest of the District. 

Besides his connection with the Ma- 
sonic order, Mr. Trimble was a member 
of the Board of Trade, a charter mem- 
ber of the University Club, a member 
of the Oldest Inhabitants and a past 
president of the Alpha Delta Phi Na- 
tional Fraternity.

A constitutional amendment 
could strip Methodist bishops of vir- 
tually all power was in the hands ol 
Secretary R. J. Wade today, and an 
early committee report was sought. 

The amendment would strike from 
the constitution the restrictive rule 
which says: “The general conference 
Shall not change nor alter any part or 
rule of our government so as to do 
away with espiscopacy, “or destroy the 
Plan of our itinerant general superin- 
tendency (bishops).” 

Adoption of this amendment is nec- 
essary before the conference can pro- 
cede to limit the term of bishops or 
reduce their broad powers or fields of 
travel. 

Previous attempts to reduce bishops’ 
election from lifetime to eight years, to 
restrict their fields and to make pos- 
sible ministerial election of district 
superintendents, have stumbled on this 
rule.

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X-Ray of Skull Reveals 


Range of Singer’s Voice 


New Orleans, May 6 (A.P.).— 
Spotting the range of a .singer’s 
voice and its potential capabilities 
by an X-ray of the skull is possible, 
Francis Wheeler, director of music 
at Centenary College, Shreveport, 
La., told the Louisiana Music Teach- 
ers Association, in convention here. 

“The interior decoration of the 
head has more to do with the sing- 
ing voice than the larynx ever 
dared to have,” the music director 
said. 

The size of the sinus and the 
width of the antrim, or cheek bone, 
has everything to do with the qual- 
ity and range of the voice, Mr.

For Alba Julia is a 
small town, accustomed to provide ac- 
commodations for only a handful of 
traveling salesmen at a time. 

Although it had rained heavily, most 
of the peasants were fast asleep in the 
open with no covering except their light 
homespun garments. Others were 
clustered, shivering around camp fires, 
warming their hands or cooking a 
breakfast of mamiliga, a kind of Indian 
corn mush which is their national dish. 


City Is Festooned. 


The city was festooned with flags, 
banners, evergreens and photographs of 
Maniu, with which were intermingled 
those of the boy king, Michael, and 
Queen Marie. The latter is still enor- 
mously popular among the peasantry, 
who affectionately call her their mother. 
Nowhere was there any apparent senti- 
ment for the exiled Prince Carol, father 
of the boy king. 

Every road leading into Alba Julia is 
impassable with humanity. The scene 
resembles a gigantic county fair in the 
United States. 

After trudging barefooted for hun- 
dreds of miles over mud-covered roads 
with their beds, food and cooking uten- 
sils on their backs, thousands of peas- 
ants found they could not get near the 
public square when Maniu addressed 
them. The authorities showed great 
tolerance, making no attempt to molest 
the peasants.

From Croydon he 
could fly to Paris, where his own plane 
is at Le Bourget, in a few hours.

Two weeks ago we opened the subject 
of original suit-bids and so far have 
covered bidding suits of five cards or 
more, and have noted the difference be- 
tween the requirements of No Trumpers 
One requirement of the 
latter was two quick tricks. 

Added length in the suit to be bid 
does not compensate for the absence 
of one of the quick tricks. It may 
seem strange to the beginner that one 
club may be bid on Ace-King-X-X-x 
but not on Ace-Queen-X-X-X-X-xX; and 
such a rule would be strange beyond 
explaining if nothing but a Club con- 
tract were under contemplation; cer- 
tainly seven trumps headed by Ace- 
Queen will yield more tricks than five 
headed by Ace-King. But an original 
suit-bid of one always contemplates a 
possible No Trump take-out by part- 
ner, and.a partner who went to No 
Trump relying upon a strong Club suit 
and a minimum of two quick tricks 
in his Dummy, might find himself in 
serious difficulty when Dummy showed 
up with only one quick trick. The 
long suit which looked so good as 
prospective trumps might never be es- 
tablished and brought in at No Trump: 

Experts have wobbled a bit over 
classifying Ace-Queen-Jack-x-x. That 
combination will not assure winning 
the first and second round of the sult, 
as Ace-King would, and therefore can 
not be rated technically as two quick 
tricks; but as Ace-Queen-Jack will 
surely win at least the first and third 
rounds, and may win three tricks, It 
usually is counted as equal to Ace-King. 
The fashion now is to bid one of a 
suit “initially on Ace-Queen-Jack-x-x, 
the same as on Ace-King-X-x-x. 

Considerable space has been devoted 
to discussing hands whose entire 
strength lay in one suit, because we 
were discussing minimum strength. 
The reader must not suppose that hav- 
ing only one quick trick in the suit 
named bars the bid, if at least one 
more quick trick be found elsewhere 
in the hand; much less is it a detri- 
ment to have extra quick tricks, or 
additional strength of any kind, or 
more than five cards in the sult.

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INSANITY AND SUICIDE, 


HE question is often raised as to 
whether insanity is the outstand- 
ing cause of suicide. It is some- 
times said that insanity is the only 
cause Of suicide; that, while the per- 
son may not have been insane before 
that, an acute developed attack of in- 
sanity drove him to commit the act. 
Neither of these urges finds accep- 
tance among the specialists in the work- 
ings of deranged minds. They find 
that definitely insane persons have but 
little tendency to suicide. In certain 
types of insanity this urge does not 
operate at all. On the other hand, the 
evidence in many cases of suicide indl- 
cates that the mind of the person con- 
cerned was operating unusually clearly 
just preceding the commission of the 
act. 


Dr. F. L. Hoffman consulting statis- 
ticlan for the Prudential Life Insurance 
Co., has recently published a study 
of the suicide rate of persons in differ- 
ent occupations. This study shows that 
occupation, or something connected 
with it, is a factor. The occu- 
pation having the lowest rate was 
locomotive engineers and firemen, and 
that having the highest was hotelkeep- 
ers and saloonkeepers. Saloonkeepers 
had a rate which was more than eleven 
times that of locomotive engineers. 

It is impossible to escape the con- 
clusion that occupation must contrib- 
ute to a disparity that is so striking. 
The occupations having the low rates, 
in the Hoffman study, were: Engine- 
men, other trainmen, clergymen, insur- 
ance officials and clerks, teachers, iron

and steel workers and printers. At the 
other erid of the line were: hotelkeep- 
ers, saloonkeepers, bartenders, chem- 
ists, druggists, lawyers, doctors, insur- 
ance agents, shopkeepers and unskilled 
workers. Some twenty or more occupa- 
tions came in between. 

The drawback to American accept- 
ance of Dr. Hoffman’s figures is that 
they are based solely on British re- 
ports, and they are about eighteen 
years old. ‘For instance, a hotelkeeper 
in Great Britain is much more of a 
saloonkeeper than is a _ hotelkeeper 
here, 


Dr. Hoffman has some other con- 
clusions as to factors in suicide, which 
conclusions are not based solely on 
British conditions. Among them are 
that men who work outside are less 
liable to suicide than are inside work- 
ers; physical or manual labor makes 
against suicide. Freedom from eco- 
nomic uncertainty is a restraining in- 
fluence with preachers and teachers. 
Religious influence and teaching are 
restraining. 

The suicide rate in the Army is very 
high. In 1925 the rate in the Army 
led all other causes of death. Among 
white enlisted men it led drowning, 
airplane accidents, automobile acci- 
dents, pneumonia and all other dis- 
eases. Among officers it was led by 
airplane accidents, but it led diseases 
and other accidents. Bankers and bank 
helpers have a high rate because they 
have many temptations, and punish- 
ment for transgression is certain. All 
in all, the curves which Hoffman has

THE AUTOMOBILE TAX. 


Doubtless opposition will develop against 
the proposal now under consideration by@a 
Senate committee that the personal property 
tax on automobiles be collected at the time 
the license is granted.

¢ SHAKESPEARE AND SOUTHWARK. 
When one considers the many celebrations 
.that took place in England this year in honor 
«of Shakespeare’s birthday, that which stands 
Out most prominently of all is, perhaps, the 
-fouthwark Shakespeare Festival. This is an 
‘annual event intended to keep alive ‘in the 
minds of the. inhabitants of the borough, and 
“to impress upon the minds of outsiders, the 
‘intimate association that the great dramatist 
«had with Southwark for many years. One has 
“only to recall that the places of the greatest 
“historic interest in Southwark are still the sites 
-of its early theaters, in which Shakespeare 
practiced his profession of actor and on the 
stages of which his plays were first produced, 
to realize how close was the connection. If to 
this reflection is added the consideration that it 
was probably in Southwark that the poet lived 
sduring the period in which he produced most 
of his greatest works, ‘that is, from 1599 to 
, ©1611, the reason for the holding of the festival 
“there becomes apparent. 

The first stage of the proceedings was the 
-assembly in Southwark Cathedral of those who 
wished to do honor to Shakespeare’s memory. 
‘In the days of Elizabeth, that building was 
‘known as St. Saviour’s Church and still be- 
Jonged to’the diocese of Winchester. There 
‘Shakespeare's brother, Edmund, who was also 
san actor, was buried, and near him lie the 
wvemains of: Massinger and Fletcher: there is 
“the Shakespeare Memorial, a recumbent effigy 
of the poet in alabaster; and there is one win- 
‘dow, with figures“of Spenser and Shakespeare 
on each: side of the Muse of Poetry, and an- 
‘Other in memory of Edward Alleyne, who 
‘played at the Rose with Shakespeare, and who 
afterward, as the inscription does not forget to 
‘say, became “the magnificent founder of Dul- 
-wich College, in 1619.” 

° From the Cathedral, so rich in historical 
wand literary associations, the company wended 
‘its way to Bankside, which in modern times 
skirts the Thames from Cannon Street Railway 
Bridge all the way to Blackfriars Bridge. Now 
‘a location of stores and wharves,. it bears little 
‘resemblance to the pleasure resort that it was 
“in Shakespeare’s day. In this vicinity are the 
sites of the Rose Theater and the more famous 
Globe Theater. The Jatter, as every one 
knows, was built- by the Burbages in 1598 and

DANGEROUS DAMS, 


Following so closely on the heels of the St. 
Francis disaster in California, the failure of 
the Table Rock Cove Dam in South Carolina 
should serve to impress further tpon public 
Officials the fact that man-made barrters im- 
pounding water are always potentially danzer- 
ous. Fortunately in the case of Table Kock 
Cove no lives have been lost. The danger was 
discovered early enough to make possible 
broadcasting of a general warning that the dam 
had begun to seep water. The 20,000 residents 
of the valley beneath the dam, doubtless inffu- 
enced by their fresh memory of what happened 
when the St. Francis Dam went out, lost no 
time seeking safety in high places. 

The Table Rock, Cove structure is new. The 
dam, 700 feet long, 145 feet high, and 750 
feet thick at the. base, with a 50-foot crown, 
Served to impound 5,000,000,000 gallons of 
water intended for use in the waterworks sys- 
tem of Greenville. The dam was completed 
only last fall, at a cost of $1,000,000, but had 
not yet been put to use, as the reservoir it 
created had not completely filled.

Speed in production represents in the minds 
of competent persons the most notable advance 
that has been made in industry in the last 
quarter of a century. An automobile is less 
than an hour away from the raw materials of 
which it is composed, 

The acceleration of modern business has pre- 
sented many new problems for solution, and as 
a result management engineers, members of an 
entirely new technical profession, do much to 
direct the course of industry. Attention is 
focused by them on the various forces that com- 
pose modern industry. It is necessary to 


measure the rate of movement of these forces 


in order to understand what influence the speed 
of one has on another, and to know how to 


‘accelerate or retard their flow. 


In American industrial plants the output 
per man is now. about 35 per cent greater 
than it was just before the war, according to 
a statement recently made by one of the Na- 
tion’s leading financial authorities. This re- 
markable increase in productivity is due not 
to speeding up workmen, but to the introduc- 
tion of scientific methods of management 
which have brought about improvements in 
machinery and processes, elimination of fa- 
tigue, increased skill of workers, reduction of 
waste, and higher wages for workmen, 

Modern management, «which has played: so, 
large a part in this accomplishment, is ap- 
plicable to industries of all kinds, both those 
that are highly developed and those that are 
not. It has probably been carried farthest in 
metal-working industries, but in recent years 
much progress has been made in its application 
to £0al mining, forestry, and other industries 
that can never be entirely standardized. The

FLAMING YOUTH OF OLD. 
Fast-living college boys of the 
eighteenth century, says the Detroit 
News, lived by rules and survived pun- 
ishments rather more severe than those 
meted out to their present-day suc- 
cessors, to judge by “Laws and Orders 
of the College of New York, adopted 
June 5, 1755,” and the “Black Book,” 
the latter being a chronicle of dis- 
ciplinary measures taken in the cases 
of unruly students. 
The former volume informs one that 
“Every pupil shall behave with the ut- 
most decency at Publick Worship, and 
whoever is proved guilty of any pro- 
fane or indecent behavior, as talking, 
laughing, justling, winking, &c., h shall 
submit to an admonition for the first 
offense and to an Extraordinary Exer- 
cise for the second and, if Obstinate, 
expelled.”

Antisaloon League Head Stirs 
Citizens Association in 
Coolidge Church. 


MAJ. HESSE IS LAUDED 
BY DR. ABERNETHY 


Superintendent Writes Letter 
Saying Police Are Trying 
to Enforce Law. 


The decorous walls of the First Con- 
gregational Church, which boasts as a 
member the President of the United 
States, resounded vesterday afternoon 
te the ¢heers and nand clapping of 700 
members of the Citizens Service Associ- 
ation, as Dr. F. Scott McBride, general 
superintendent of the Antisaloon League 
of America, predicted defeat for “the 
whole Smith family.” 

The prediction followed the speaker's 
rehearsal of the recent dry victories in 
Chicago and Detroit, tn the last of 
which John W. Smith, running on a 
wet ticket, was defeated for mayor of 
the city. Dr. McBride declared after the 
meeting that if Al Smith were nomi- 
nated by the Democrats for the Presi- 
dency he would be defeated by 10,- 
000,000 votes. He expressed doubt that 
the New York Governor would be even 
cominated. 

The Antisaloon leader declared that 
Washington will have more’ to do with 
settling the prohibition question than 
any other city in the country 


Influence of Washington 


“The United States begins at Wash- 
ington,” he said. “Washington is the 
Nation’s heart. More than, any other 
city it pumps the blood of the Nation 
to the remotest part of the country. No 
other city of the Nation speaks so posi- 
tively to us concerning national matters 
as does Washington.” 

Holding that Congress is dry, the 
speaker declared there is “no excuse” if 
that body fails to make good on prohi- 
bition in the District. 

If the prohibitionists are going to 
win their fight for law enforcement, 
they must win it in the cities, he said, 
adding that there is a larger popjila- 
tion in seven city areas than on ail 
the farms in the country. He predicted 
that 15 years from now the cities “will 
be tn control.” 

The session opened with a report 
on a year’s activities of the Citizens 
Service Association, by Dr. W. S. Abder- 
nethy, pastor of the Calvary Baptist 
Church The pastor asserted that 
‘larger fines and longer jail sentences”’ 
are the rule in the District today as 
the result of the association’s en- 
deavors. Its workers, however, have 
been confronted with an apathy on 
the part of the church people that has 
been “astounding,” he said. 


Lauds Maj. 


He lauded Maj Edwin Hesse, super 
intendent -of police, for the coopera- 
tion with the members of the organi- 
zation, but assailed “the great metro- 
politan dailies.” which he said are 90 
per cent opposed to the enforcemer* 
of the eighteenth amendment. News- 
papers, he said, -have created sentiment 
against law enforcement difficult it 
overcome 

Representative Henry R Rathbone. 
of illinois, another speaker, declared 
that at least one great party will in- 
corporate ‘an enforcement plank in its 
platform, and said that no man in 
public life is entitled to any respect 
who does not come out openly for 
prohibition. 

“Every automobile upon our city 
streets is an argument for prohibition,” 
he said “Every limited train that 
flashes across the country with its live 
ing freight of human beings Is one 
more reason why prohibition must 
prevail. Every great factory whose 
smoke wreaths write upon the air the 
story of American prosperity, writes 
at the same time unanswerable argu- 
ments why prohibitoin must prevail.”

Warning by Lowrey 


The concluding address was made by 
Representative B. G. Lowrey, of Missis- 
sippil, who warned that disregard for 
the law must result “in failure, in 
wreck and in ruin.” There were brief 
talks by Mrs. N. M. Pollock. president 
of the District W. C. T. U.; Mrs. David 
W. Lum, former president of the India 
W. C. T. U.; Sergt. Oscar J. Letterman, 
of the police vice squad, and Thomas 
Jarvis, field secretary of the association. 
Invocation was by the Rev. Jason Noble 
Pierce, and benediction by the Rev. 
Freely Rohrer. 

Dr Abernethy read a letter from Ma}. 
Hesse explaining that pressing business 
alone has prevented his attendance. 
The letter acknowledged the aid of 
members of the association, and asked 
their cooperation in other laws than 
those bearing on the eighteenth amend- 
ment. It is “well known,” the letter 
read, “that members of the police force 
generally are trying to enforce the law.” 

An appea! for funds in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,500 with which to carry on 
the work of the organization, was made 
by the Rev Homer Councilor. 


Sees Ruin in Nulltification. 


Nullification of the eighteenth 
amendment would mean the disintegra- 
tion of this Government, Dr. McBride 
told the congregation of the Calvary 
Baptist Church, when he spoke from 
the pulpit at the morning services. 

Speaking on the subject, “Is Prohi- 
bition Worth Trying to Keep,” he 
asserted that conditions under prohibi- 
tion “at its worst” are better than 
under the system of “licensed liquor 
traffic” which preceded it. The only 
alternatives, he said, are repeal, nulli- 
fication, or government control, which 
he declared would amount to “liquor 
control of the Government.” 

“There is still hope for democracy,” 
Dr. McBride said. “The people will go 
only so far and stand only so much. 
And then, as they did in the recent 
Chicago and Detroit elections, they will 
assert themselves at the polls.”
